CHICAGO.— (By Associated Press.)—Football exacted a toll 


of eleven victims during the 1920 season which closed with 
Thanksgiving day's games, according to reports to the Associate'! 
Press Saturday. 


The number of deaths was five greater than in 1919, and one 


above the list of two years ago. There were twelve lives lost dur- 
ing the 1917 season; eighteen in 1!>16, and fifteen in 1915. 


The majority of the youths killed this season were high 


school ^ players, who may ha,ve entered the game without suf- 
ficient physical training for so rough a sport und with only limited 
knowledge of the game. 


Only two of the dead were mem- 


bers'of the college aggregations, two 
on college class team*. 


One boy. 12 years old. was killed 


in a game of the "sand lot" variety.

PANAMA CANAL PROFITS

N the eve of the departure of Senator 


Harding for a trip to the Panama canal 


zone, the announcement was made by iii«~ 
Canal Zone official publication that the water- 
way showed an operating profit of $2,307,599 
for the last fiscal year. This statement prob- 
ably gave the President-elect food for thought 
and reflection oa his journey. 


It is common knowledge that Mr. Harding 


favors- giving American ships free u.se of the 
canal.

situation. Jlo may not ha\e closed ins mind 
altogether on (he fcubjet ( of tolls for American 
ships, and ((iiite likely is de,-,irotio of Knowing 
.•ill Uie facto at i'irsi han-! be.'or" taking a stand 
with the new congress, \\hich will be so .strong- 
ly JCepnblieui! and probably -willing to aid in his 
program thai the law making body will, tignr- 
atively speaking, rat out of his band. 


Senator Harding will ha\e to take mlo 


consideration. ;i few thingt, in tins < ounce-lion. 
He'll naturally want to know to w h a t extent 
the tolls of American ships contributed to the 
canal earnings and whether absolving them 
irom tolls will turn a surplus into a deficit. And 
there is also the ne\\ American mere! rut ma- 
rine, -which will result in constant add^'ons 'o 
the tolis totals under the present plan 


Then too. our relations w i t h other nations 


ha\e changed since (he icpenl of the free tolls 
measure. 
Harding's trip to Panama is prob-

IMMIGRATION 


l£UK is a determined movement on foot 
among fetlery,! officials either to greatly 


reduce the number of immigrants, e,r to stop 
the flow of aliens (o this country altogether, 
says The Dayton News. A report coming from 
T 


Holland (hat at least 12,000,000 Germans are 
prepared to leave their own country and come 
to America, has given rise to serious consider- 
ation of the immigration laws. Congressman 
John C. Box. of Texas, after looking into the 
matter carefully is reported to have said: 
"America is being deluged with aliens. When 
1 say millions are coming and planning to come 
I do not exaggerate. We are told Poland is he- 
ing depleted and Russians are waiting by the 
tens of thousands. These people are not agri- 
culturists. They are planning on city life, and 
(heir Children, too, will aid in further urban 
congestion." 


Even the most casual student of immigra- 


tion will confess that if »-veu the smallest pro- 
portion of the millions reported to be ready to 
come to the Vnilfd States, arrive at Ellis Is- 
aud the country will find itself face to face 
wiih a problem the size of which will be great 
Miough to cause native Americans to shudder. 
t may be seriously questioned whether we are 
n a position to assimilate millions of foreign 
Mini is ho iia\e no desire to live elsewhere than 
n our already greatly congested communities. 


Suppose we look info the reasons for this 


i<-w and enhirgcd "flood of aliens." In the first 
place and chiefly, I he countries of Central Eu- 
rope are impoverished. There is neither food 
nor shelter for thousands. There never have 
been so many people bordering on utter decay 
in the world as there are at this present mo- 
ment. War ruined cities and desolated fields 
provide no encouragement for Jiving. Thous- 
ands of these sufferers desire to continue to 
h\o and the om: and only chance they have is 
to take up life in a nation which is provided 
naturally for taking care of this overflow. 


In the second place thousands desire to 


come io America because hey arc tired of old 
world politics. They hate kings and dynasties 
and whatever of autocracy still exists. 
They 


have be-'ird that (lie United States is> "a land of 
the 
free and the homo of the bra\c." The 


phrase strikes them as sounding good. There- 
for", they make (heir plans (o come to the new 
world to work ami live and enjoy semblance 
of happiness. 


There aro other reasons, too, which enter 


into this "flood of aliens." Whether we will be 
able consistently and with genuine American 
spirit to exclude all who want to come, is a 
question the next congress must solve. It is 
not 
unreasonable to believe that something 


\\ill bo done looking to a restriction of immi- 
gration. Nor is it likely that if some feasible 
plan were adopted it surely would benefit us as 
a people.
